of Neenah. Mcnasha and Appleton. but 
thai Ihe ultimate solution of the conges- 
lion problem in these three cities is an 
adequate highway west of the Fox river 
between Xeeuali and Appleton. 


The Post-Crescent suggested to the 


council two weeks or more ago that it go 
slow in carrying out its bridge program 
until it had exhausted every possibility 
that there might be some other means of. 
solving our city'*, traffic problems without 
making necessary an expenditure of from 
$250.UOO 1o S300.000. The letter from 
Mr. Hirst previously published in the Post- 
Crescent in which he referred to the com- 
mission's plans for improving the west 
road between Xecnah and Appleton, The 
Post-Crescent believed, offered a way cmt 
of Appletnn's difficulties, if the work was 
to be starlexl in 1he very near future. It 


• suggested to the council that it thorough- , 


ly investigate this possibility before it 
definitely committed 1he city to an exten- 
sive program of bridge building. 


Thp Post-Crescent had pursued a poli- 


cy of ''hands off" in the matter of locat- 
ing and building bridges until it became 
evident, that there was a definite senti- 
ment in Appleton that taxes already are 
shigh and that other means of relieving 
traffic congestion might be found. This 
newspaper has endeavored to acquaint 
the council with this feeling and suggest- 
ed that the council take every precaution 
to protect the interests of the taxpayers. 


Mr. Hirst's letter to the Post-Crescent, 


-in response to a request for definite in- 


formation on the highway commission's 
plans, in our opinion does not offer im- 
mediate relief from traffic congestion. He 
says that construction of the west road 
is the ultimate f>oUition. but also says 
that the commission has no funds with 
which to do this work at the present mo- 
ment. 
Because of this lack of money.'' 


the final surveys have not been made. 
This all indicates that no relief from that 
quarter can be expected for a consider- 
able time.

BLOW CHILDREN. BLOW. BLOW WITH CARK 


They're drilling children in England now in HIP 


rudimentary but important business of blowing the 
nose. And this art, simple and instinctive as it 
seems, threatens to become a lost art, like wiggling 
the ears, ajnons children, to their physical injury. 
The nasal drill is of distinct advantage for relieving 
the symptoms of adenoids, and as a prevention i't 
adenoids. 
Many cases of adenoids in school clul- 


dren must be ascribed to the depraving influence ft 
five hours of confinement in foul air in school— 
by foul air I mean air heated away above the 
healthful limit of 68 degrees Fahrenheit. Such air 
one encounters in nearly every indoor schoolroom 
in cold weather. I visited the principal of a laig" 
school the other day and found him basking under 
a room temperature of 75 degrees—and some folks 
were blirmnpr waste paper in their furnaces trying 
to kpep warm. I told tho principal that his school 
(he claims i' 200 pupil.") is still back in tho nine- 
teenth century, and he thought I was just cap- 
tious. 


Children attending these old fashioned schools 


almqst fear to blow their noses in school, lest the 
old-fashioned teachers take offense and give them 
demerits. It is like moving your feet or whisper- 
in ST. 


The nasal drill, as performed in staid old Eng- 


land, is as follows: 


The children stand as far apart as possible in a 


room with the windows wide open. Each pupil 
holds in the hand a. paper handkerchief. At the 
command OXE, all stand erect, chest out, shouldeis 
back. TWO. hold handkerchiefs spread out in left 
hand beneath the nostrils. THREE, grasp the nose, 
between the oyes with right thumb and forefinger, 
without compressing nostril's, elbow straight out 
at level of shoulder. TOUR, blow down the nose, 
bowing the head forward and down and at the 
same time bringing the elbow down against the side 
F1VK. bieatho in through the mouth slowly raising 
the elbow .Tgam tr> level of shoulder. 


Repeat, this rhynm-ally about ten times. 
Then 


burn the paper handkerchief. 


Next the nose is irrigated by inducing sneezing 


by nicking or «nuffing a mild powder, consisting of 
soap with a trace of menthol. After sneezing the 
pumping of the nose is repeated. 


Finally a few slow deep breaths, first through one 


nootnl. "then through the other, arc taken. Tho 
children should be encouraged to practice this at 
home. 
To some this may seem a. silly performance. 
Yet 


it seems very good to me. Voungsters from 4 to 
1C years of age often do not know how to blow the 
nose" properly and they should be taught. Never 
should a child blow tho nose with the nostrils 
pinched together. 


Regular performance of the nasal pumping drill 


brings about diminution of nasal discharge, -ttcn 
shrinkage of adenoid masses, improvement in Iho 
child's general condition, hotter carriage, less- mouth 
breathing.1 less snoring, diminished susceptibility to 
the respiratory infections, better_appctite, better 
speech, better hearing. 


I commend the drill to mothers whose children 


may'be unavoidably exposed to the foul air school 
room and_ the nineteenth century style of school 
teacher.

And lest this sound uncharitable 


let me hurry at once to divide Ger- 
many into two-part*. 
Draw a line 


from Breslau on tho east to Frank- 
furt on the west. This gives you a 
north and asotith Germany. North Ger- 
many accepted civilization and Chris- 
tianity GOO years after south Germany. 
All great poets, prophets, humanists, 
philosophers, religious leaders and mu- 
sicians came from south of this line. 
We need only recall Mozart, Beetho- 
icn, Lizt, ITcine, Fichte.^Sghcpanuer, 
Gerok nnd many others. North Ger. 
many produced ono outstanding man. 
Bibmarck, and he was a militarist. 
North Germany fostered one idea and 
that was the supremacy of the state and 
innoculated all of Germany with this 
idea by vaccinating every soldier with 
it. for real Germans hate war as much 
as we do. Every move made by north 
Germany aimed to bolster this idea: 
her whole industrial, political and ag- 
ricultural 
resources were bent to- 


ward that purpose, oven the educa- 
tional and religious institutions were 
infected by it. 


BISMARCK FORESAW 


But Bismarck, often maligned in this 


day, was not at fault entirely in pro- 
ducing the modern colossus. Nor was 
the 
crown prince. 
Democratizing 


ideas were at work even among these 
men. 
Bismarck contended thnt Ger- 


many had gained everything she ever 
roiild by force. H«> went farther. He 
hald that the next war the Germans 
Would win would have to b« followed 


by the payment 'of every dollar tho 
beaten enemy had spent,"for the Fran 
co-PruBslan reparation sum engend 
ered nothing but hatred and revenge 
That is what Germany Is going to 
if the French follow the track they 
are now on. 


Everywhere there is^A rising tide in 


Germany against France and a rea 
danger that Germany will slump back 
into the old political harness, where 
the strongest element is hatred and re 
venge, and these are powerful but al 
ways destructive. Bismarck 
knew 


when his land was well off, and th 
German boys studying history now tel 
you so, but you remember the Ger 
man emperor scrapped him, Bismarck 
knew that Germany was well off i 
she only minded her business. She hac 
the name and fame everywhere o 
being progressive and alert. 


I was in the levant, region 
some 


years ago, in Italy and Egypt, anc 
everywhere the German 
merchants 


were outdistancing every other na 
tlonality. England never stood in he 
way. 
The German boys tell me tha 


it was a lie of the politicians the> 
foisted on German people during th 
war saying that England was jealous 
Germany was winning through peace 
ful penetration and could have had a 
supremacy without lifting a gun. We 
who have traveled are all positive o: 
this. We got the best sen-ice in Ger 
man hotels. In Jerusalem, in Dama 
cus, in Smyrna, in Cairo, and in 
dozen other places we always went to 
the German hotels. We especially en 
joyed their noodle soups and their 
lettuce prepared with bacon and vine 
gar and some that enjoyed 
Muncher 


beer got even that. 


HAD POLITICAL, CANCER 


Young Germany's contention then 


is .that Germany was on the highway 
of becoming the leading commercial 
nation of Europe, if not the world, 
but she was afflicted with a political 
cancer. 
The following incident oc 


cured about two years ago at Berlin, 
My authority is "Die Deutsche Zuck 
erindustrie" an exchange publication 
that comes to my table evcrv week 
No! this did not occur in Oshkosh or 
Kalamazoo but in the nation's cap! 
tal. A noted German scientist gave a 
lecture before a large body of sugar 
scientists and sugar manufacturers on 
the relationship of Germany to Ameri 
ca. 


In introducing his topic ho tolc 


1-ow he had

four times, in Wisconsin and many 
middlewest states and had sounded out 
public opinion in scores of places. He 
then proceeded to say that no German 
would ever understand America unti 
lie understood why Germany lost the 
war. 
On this point he said in 
sub 


stance: Wo Germans 
fought 
three 


wars side by side. The first Avar wns 
a war of weapons. This war we would 
have won had it been the only war 
pared than any people on rarth. The 
we had to fight. AVe were better pre 
second war we fought was a war ol 
industrv. In this war we were nol 
so well prepared a<? our enemies but 
we could have held out two rears 
longer The third w.ir wo fought found 
us without preparation. Our cnemief 
prepared for it before the war began 
No diplomat over told us we had to 
prepare for this war. no statesman 
warned us; no preacher and no mili- 
tary leader called our attention to It 
It was the war against the world's 
public opinion which denounced force 
and militarism. 
This war we lost 


first behind our own lines. It broke 
up our solidarity and wo have to look 
now for a new tic to bind us together. 


My contention at once is that the 


now tic will be on international com 
mercial linos. Exit politician: enter 
business man. 
It is simple too, at 


least in theorr 
You have goods to 


sell: I have tho money. I need the 
goods. Now you and I may differ in 
politics, in religion, in morals but it 
we lot need and good will reign we 
will not care a rnp for these other 
differences. Tt is one reason why tho 
old regime is fighting the financeors 
of Germany. Thev ere against Stin- 
nes and other big men. 
They got 


Rathenau out of the way. 


And here is a very remarkable situ- 


ation. Swiss, Dutch, Norweigan and 
even 'French 
moneyed men 
have 


bought shares in German coal mines. 
The object is to form trusts with 
French and 
Germans working to- 


gether. They see that only Interna 
tional finance can savo the nations. 
The burden of reparations and troops 
occupying territory 
will be 
lifted 


when the nations can agree economic 
ally. Politicians are beiilg dethroned 
and it hurts them and these men are 
still in the limelight. We do not yet 
think economically but always politi- 
cally. 


Another acute situation that is as 


hard to hound down is the wealth of 
the German financiers. It is the mosi 
exasperating thing the German people 
meet. 
They rage when 
they 
talk 


about it and well t:iey might. It has 
to deal with the moneyed men of the 
empire many of whom became1" dis- 
gracefully rich during the war. These 
men belorig to the old regime. Their 
stock in trade was national and in 
ternational 
selfishness 
with 
-no 


thought of service. It is so striking 
to see the new German just on the 
other tack and it is the silver lining 
on the cloud. 


Thev call these German 
vultures 


"schieber" or "shovers" who shove 
their own interests ahead of that of 
the land. When the war closed they 
saw to it that 
their 
resources in 


liquid form were taken to other coun- 
tries.^ They are running their busi- 
ness just the sams, get workmen who 
work for twenty cents a day. 
They 


nothing into Germanfr, 
(jusft 


enough to keep up their machinery; 
they sell their goods on foreign mar- 
kets because their money has not de- 
preciated. You hear this in Germany 
but you read the Wall Street Journal 
and you will see why this 
famous 


journal is against 
the 
reparation 


problem and Uncle Sam entering into 
it. The contention is that Germany 
an meet her obligations in time if 
the men who h*ve spirited their 
money to foreign lands will come back 
to redeem her own people. 


remember that the present 


German government 
has no means 


and money. H«r stock in trade is a 
lot of paper and printing presses and 
the issue of marks is now above a tril- 
lion. Some young Germana»a6k, how 
can the world have confidence in such 
a government, that swindles its own 
people, not to speak of the money she 
has 
received 
from 
thousands of 


Americans for bogus-mark values that 
can never be liquidated. This is the 
backwash of the old 
regime 
that 


gambled from the time the military 
leaders-threw 
their dice to invade 


Belgium. The spirit is wilder 
than 


even now 'rampant as a destructive 
disease eating out the economic vitals 
of the empire, to the hardening of 
economic arteries and a slow strang- 
ling process with the German profi- 
teers sitting tight on their gold on 
foreign soil. 


This is one reason why Washing- 


ton authorities are going: slow, for the 
German profiteers are Just 
greedy 


enough to want Americans to make a 
big loom it will only entrench them 
stronger than ever. This then is the 
economic scourage. a financial germ 
that is affecting the Germanic people. 
The question asked 
the 
writer re- 


peatedly was: 
What must Germany 


do to get the confidence of the Ameri- 
can people, t is the young German 
asking this," not the old German, and 
that does not apply to the age of 
quantity of years L--H quality of years, 
for men along in years arc asking it 
but have their ear^s to the ground lor 
pulse beat of the dawning of a new 
day. 


Naturally new Germany 
frightens 


the oldtimers It rem'nds me of some 
recruits that wer<3 brought 
into the
